“ We” (puttiug himself with South Caro- 
lina: why does he not go over Savanah ri- 
river with his we’s and us’s?) ‘* do not ad- 
mit that the odds are against us ; but, even 
if they were so, and actually ten times grea- 
ter than they are exaggerated, that would 
not weigh a feather against our right ; and 
he who will weigh mere power against 
right, cannot believe iy the justice of God, 
and his will to protect and sustai the right. 
Fear, at best, is a mean, contemptible, aud 
unwise counsellor, forgetting always, that 
the right course is ever the safest, be the 
obstacles against it what they may ; because 
he who has right and justice on his side, has 
God on his side, agaiust whom nothing can 
prevail. ‘I'he nullifiers will, as all men should 
do, in ail cases—*do their duty, and leave 
the consequences to God.” 

This cauting savours more of the witch 
and Quaker hanging, than a Georgian. The 
whole article, and one or two others in the 
same paper, is more like the ravings of a 
mad-iaau than a rational being, and is very 
well suited to the canting hypocrites of Au- 
gusta, Georgia. Too much steam, brother 
P. you will burst your boiler. We little 
expected to see the refined and once gentle- 
manly Editor of the Chronicle, exciting 
those bloed thirsty monsters to cut the 
throats of their fellow-men, and in the name 
Oh shame, shame! for it can 


be resolved into no other sense : it is phren- 
zy. We should say the paper is highly se- 
ditious, and from Mr. Pemberton’s hypecri- 
tical vant about God, and all that, he has 
doabtless lost his reason, or turned mission- 
ary.

The history of the incipient and succes | 
sive measures, which resulied in the above 
mentioned statutory union of ecclesiastical 
aud politcal concerns, is another i!iustration 
of the truth, that the least parieipation of! 
clerical with civil authority, is dangerous fo 
the liberties of the people; and proves the 
wisdom or the celebrated Junius, who strous 
ly admonished his fellow citizens “never to 
suffer an invasion of their political constitu 
tion, however minute the instance might ap- 
pear, to pass without a determined, perse 
vering resistance. One precedent creates 
another. They soon accumulate and con- 
stitute law. What yesterday was fact, to- 
day is doctrine. Examples are supposed 
to justify the most dangerous measures, and 
when they do not exactly suit, the defect is 
supplied by analogy. ‘This is not the cause 
of faction, or of a party, or of an individual: 
but the common interest of every man in the 
community.” 

The adoption and continuance of the 
practice under consideration, aller the nul- 
lification of all laws uniting church and state, 
“and after the adoption of a constitu'ion ot 
civit government repugnant to it, both in its 
spirit and provisions, is no sufficient reasou 
for its further continuance, nor proof of its 
harmless influence on the religious liberties 
of the le. So intimate an association 
of officiaP legislative duties with religious 
forms and ceremonies, is a practical approx- 
imation to a union of church and state.— 
The facility which it affords for the exer- 
cise of clerical influence in the legislative 
department of the government,” militates 
against the equal rights of conscience, and 
also accounts for the existence and continu 
ance of several other laws on our statute 
books, which actually trench on religious 
liberty, in contravention to those provisions 
of the constitution which were intended to 
repress the evil spirit of religious intolerance 
and persecution. 

Your committee will now proceed to 
show that the legislature possesses no legi- 
timate authority to asociate religious pray- 
ers with legislative proceedings, nor to ap- 
point legislative chaplains, nur to appropri-
